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RPD Stops Car-theft Ring with Tipster Help 


On a cold day in January, Donald 
Keeton saw something suspicious. 

While giving his son a ride to work, 
he happened to notice avanina parking 
lot. It didn't seem to belong there, so he 
wrote down the license plate number, 
and later contacted the Romulus Police 
Department. That very same day, sev- 
eral men were arrested, and a car-theft 
ring was put out of business. 

On Thursday, April 28, Romulus 
Mayor Alan R. Lambert invited Keeton 
to Romulus City Hall, where Keeton 
received an "outstanding citizenship" 
award from the City anda reward check 
presented by Terri Miller, Director of the 
Michigan HEAT program. HEAT stands 
for Help Eliminate Auto Thefts. 

Mayor Lambert read Keeton’s citi- 
zenship proclamation at the ceremony. 

"We want to thank Mr. Keeton for 
going out of his way to get involved," 
Mayor Lambert said. "He provided ex- 
tremely valuable information to the City 
of Romulus Police Department." 

Romulus Police Corporal Dwayne 
DeCaires was among those who worked 
on the investigation. 

"Within a short time period, we were 
able to recover several stolen vehicles 
and had arrested eight people,” stated

DeCaires. "The information provided by 
Mr. Keeton helped us to stop them. 

"We encourage people to come for- 
ward with any information they may 
have regarding auto theft or fraud," he 
added. 

DeCaires said that Romulus resi- 
dents can call the Romulus Police De- 
partment with tip information and, ifthey 
wish, they can remain anonymous. Don- 


ald Keeton called both. the Romulus 
Police (734-941-8400) and the HEAT 
tip line (1-800-242-HEAT). 

HEAT director Miller explained that 
his program gives tipsters money for 
helpingto stop auto theft. Depending on * 
the circumstances, a tipster can receive 
up to $10,000. 

Keeton receiveda reward of $4,300 
for his tip. O

To the Editor: 

In a letter that appeared in the April 
8, 2005 issue of The Romulus News, 
Dolores Witzgall questioned the qualifi- 
cations of Mayor Alan R. Lambert: 

Let's start with the last question she 
asked: "Why did Mr. Lambert never 
receive a single promotion during his 14 
years with the Romulus Police Depart- 
ment?" The answeris cleartome. When 
you look at the size of our police depart- 
ment, there are not that many upper- 
level positions to fill. Unless someone 
vacates one of these higher offices, 
there is no advancement. 

Inreference toMrs. Witzgall's ques- 
tion about which police academy Mayor 
Lambert attended, | ask, "What differ- 
ence does it make?" | have to give any 
police academy graduate credit. It's like 
going to boot camp. In many cases, the 
physical training is enough to wash any 
new applicant out of the program. For 
those in their late 20s:and early 30s, it's 
especially hard to keep up with the 
younger cadets. 

-. With regard to Mrs: Witzgall's com- 
ments on Mayor Lambert's former posi- 
tion on the Romulus school board — her 
exact quote was, "I'm notimpressed by 
his time.on the Romulus Board of Edu- 


cation, since, in my opinion, the school- 


board doesn'treally representall citizens" 
— | must say that, while everyone is 
entitled to his/her own opinion, | believe 
that Mrs. Witzgall's opinion is in error. 
Our school board does represent 
allthe citizensin ourcommunity, whether 
or not one has children in the school 
system. Many fail to realize that a com- 
munity will not survive if its school sys- 
temis notup to speed with other districts. 
The school board is important. It 
makes decisions that affect the entire 
community and the potential growth of 
our city. Our school system is a key 
factor in attempting to attract new indus- 
try to our community.

"Reality Day" Program Was Real Eye-opener for RHS Students 


Romulus High School's Special 
Education Department recently joined 
with Michigan Rehabilitative Services 
to produce a Reality Day program for 
students. Suzanne Snyder, head of the 
Special Education Department, worked 
with Michigan Rehabilitative Services 
staff member Alfaye Woods to give stu- 
dents an idea of what their futures may 
hold in store. 

In preparation for Reality Day, stu- 
dents began by talking about possible 
careers. They also discussed the fur- 
ther education or training that they would 
need in order to acquire the job of their 
choice. Finally, the students discussed 
pay scales for each career, and esti- 
mated their monthly take-home income. 

Then, during the Reality Day pro- 
gram, students got a taste of what it's 
like to live in the everyday world of 
adults. As starting parameters, each 
student was assumed to be 24 years 
old, have completed career training, 
and have a spouse and two children. 
Based on their estimated income, stu- 
dents went around to various "stores" to 
purchase the necessities of daily living. 
They could secure a place to live by

buying or renting a house or apartment, 
take care of their transportation needs 
by buying or leasing a vehicle, and visit 
markets and shops for food, clothing, 
and other necessities. Students also 
had to take their entertainment budgets 
into account. 

"We can't afford this!" a shocked 
Judy Hammond and Crystal Proctor 
exclaimed when they learned that their 
"family" trip to Cedar Point was going to 
cost $243. "We don't have anywhere 
near that much money left over for en- 
tertainment and travel!” 

The mock experience was a real 
eye-opener for the students. 

"The kids were surprised to see 
how little they could buy with their after- 
tax income," said Snyder, "and many 
went right to the 'bank' to try to get 
financing for additional purchases." 

Not surprisingly, one big gathering 
spot was the financial counseling post, 
where students tried to figure out how to 
purchase the things they wanted. Some 
reported that their salary and borrowed 
money were still not enough to provide 
for the lifestyle they had envisioned. 

After Reality Day, students went to 
the auditorium to watch several videos 
on getting started in life. They then 
reported on what they had experienced 
when they tried to "make a go of it." 
Many stated that they hadn't realized 
how much things cost, and were now 
better aware of what their economic 
needs were going to be. 

William McKenzie, regional direc- 
tor of the Michigan Department of Labor 
and Economic Growth, was pleased 
with the results of Reality Day.

Resignation Reprinted 
To the residents of Romulus: 

Following the appearance of my 
recent "letter to the editor" [April 22, 
2005 issue of TRNM about my decision 
to resign from the Romulus Board of 
Zoning Appeals, | received many sup- 
portive phone calls from residents, but 
they also asked, "What did your letter 
really say?" 

Toanswer their questions, my letter 
of resignation follows. 

"Itis with great disappointment, not 
respect, that | must submit this letter of 
intent to decline the re-appointment as 
a three-year alternate to the BZA. 

"| thought that the protocol—oh, I'm 
sorry, you don't call it protocol; you call 
it procedure — was that letters of intent 
had to be submitted, stating the desire 
of a resident to be considered or re- 
considered for a given position. 

"| did institute such a letter to be 
considered for the open position of be- 
ing a permanent member on the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, but after serving four 
years as an alternate — which, for three 
of those years, | was the onlyalternate, 
and that was not in compliance with our 


city charter — | was passed over being 
selected because a friend of the 'good 
old boys' of the city was chosen. 

"The person who was selected is 
probably well qualified, but so am I. 

"My family moved to Romulus in 
1948. | guess I'm a 'good old boy’ from 
the other side of the city. 

"What | didn't do is submit a letter 
wishing to be re-appointed to the BZA 
as an alternate. Again, if proper proce- 
dure requires letters of intent to be sub- 
mitted, then no one should assume that 
a person would automatically wantto be 
re-appointed to a position. Lifestyles 
don't always stay the same. 

"There are, as you know, three coun- 
cilmen who are on the committee that 
makes appointment recommendations 
to the full council. | asked all of them if | 
did anything wrong. 

"Theiranswer: You have done noth- 
ing wrong. As a matter of fact, you have 
done a great job, and we hope you will 
stay onasanalternate for another three- 
year term. 

"Considering the effrontery with 
which the administration has handled 
this situation, it would insult me to ac- 
cept the re-installment."
